OR TWO FULL months before he 

lost the AWA title to Stan Han- 
sen, the aura of defeat surrounded 
Rick Martel. Slowly, surely, the 
championship edge was drained 
from his body. The killing schedule 
of title defense after title defense 
was taking its toll on Martel. The 
injuries, the spilled blood, the miles 
of travel all conspired to remove the 
golden belt from around Martel’s 
Waist. 

Stan Hansen, of course, also 
helped remuve the belt from around

Martel’s waist. To say that Martel /ost 
the title is not to give Hansen the 
credit he is due. Stan Hansen won 
the AWA title, and Rick Martel 
would be the first to admit it. 

But this column is not about Rick 
Martel or Stan Hansen. It is about 
seeing a champion diminish in front 
of our eyes. I’ve seen it happen time 
and time again. Bruno Sammartino, 
a true legend, became a mortal—and 
very beatable—during the last few 
months of his first title reign. At that 
time, way back in 1971, Ivan Koloff 


was there at the right time and he 
ended Bruno’s incredible reign. Pe- 
dro Morales, Dory Funk Jr., Jack 
Brisco, Bruno again, Nick Bockwink- 
el, Bob Backlund—the list is as long 
as the men who have held world 
titles—all wore down from the beat- 
ings and the pressure. I’ve watched 
it happen often. 

And I’m seeing it happen again 
... with Hulk Hogan. 

In my opinion, Hogan is nearing 
the end of his WWF title reign. The 
evidence is clear. His recent series of 
battles against Randy Savage have 
weakened Hogan. In their bout in 
Madison Square Garden, Hogan suf- 
fered more than a countout defeat 
to Savage; he was humiliated. 

Whether you believe, as | do, that 
Hogan is a protected champion is 
unimportant. Perhaps the WWF 
wishes it never gave a license to 
Randy Savage, but that is too late 
now. Savage is Hogan’s number one 
challenger, and, quite frankly, he is 
bringing in tons of dollars to the 
WWF coffers. If there’s one thing 
WWF head Vince McMahon cher- 
ishes more than the merchandising 
receipts from his Hulkamania trade- 
mark, it is the gate receipts from his 
arenas. And the fans are not flocking 
to see Hulk Hogan, they are flocking 
to see Hogan vs. Savage. 

While it is true that Savage has 
had numerous chances to take the 
belt and has yet to do so, | believe it 
is only a matter of time before he 
does. Ric Flair, a superb student of 
wrestling warfare, once revealed his 
philosophy of winning a world title. 
“You almost never win it on the first 
shot,” Flair said years ago when he 
was a top contender to then-NWA 
champion Dusty Rhodes. “A champ 
can always get himself disqualified. If _ 
the contender is too strong, the 
champion will simply walk back to 
the dressing room. It takes time. 
One match after another. You've 
gotta beat the pride out of the cham- 
pion. Make him sick to get in the 
ring with you. One beating after an- 
other. So what if he disqualifies him-

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HEY OWN 37 acres of wood- 
_& lands, buried miles from the inter- 
state. Their headquarters are a stun- 
ning, elaborately detailed neo-Gothic 
mansion. 

I was to be the first wrestling jour- 
nalist allowed inside the Postscientific 
Institute. 

Few wrestling fans are aware of the 
Postscientific Institutute’s existence. 
Those who have heard about it are 
unaware of the full extent of this co- 
vert organization’s influence. The PSI 
(the acronym by which insiders com- 
monly refer to the group) is a ‘‘think 
tank’’ of sorts, a private collective ded- 
icated to improvement and innovation 
in professional wrestling. The finest in- 
tellectuals and strategists in wrestling 
do work for PSI, whether it’s “‘in- 
house’ (projects conducted at head- 
quarters) or ‘“‘freelance’’ (intelligence 
gathered in the ring or gym). Over its 
37 years of existence, PSI has been

instrumental in the development and 
perfection of literally thousands of 
holds and counter-holds. Most of these 
have not been adapted by the garden- 
variety wrestler, but others have not: 
The world’s first reversal of a figure- 
four leglock, for example, occurred ac- 
cidentally when two researchers were 
horsing around on the linoleum floor 
of the PSI commissary. 

This is not to deny that Cowboy 
Bob Ellis, or anyone else, was the first 
to reverse a figure-four im the ring. We 
cannot, however, say whether or not 
he used PSI knowledge firsthand or he 
never worked with them at all. PSI 
operates under a vow of silence, and 
they are deadly serious about their se- 
curity. They do go a little overboard 
with the espionage routine, but their 
paranoia is justifiable—as the current 
PSI Dean, Dr. John Duliba, will ex- 
plain later in this column. 

Dr. Duliba arranged a meeting at 11 


a.m. sharp, and I arrived at five till the 
hour. A guard in a booth at the front 
gates turned off the closing credits of 
Green Acres and approached my car 
with the remote-control apparatus still 
in his hand. ‘Sorry, buddy, nobody 
gets in without a pass.” 

I whipped out a pack of cigarettes 
and offered him one. ‘‘No, thanks,” 
he said. “‘A man needs steady nerves 
without ’em.’’ He winked at me con- 
spiratorially and pressed a button on 
the remote-control panel, releasing the 
gate lever. I needed that conversation 
to slide in. Neither of us smoked. 

I was pleased to see Dr. Duliba greet 
me on the cavernous steps of the Insti- 
tute, but I was a little taken aback. His 
regulation white smock clashed with 
the leopard-skin wrestling mask that 
covered his head. ‘‘Once you pass 
these doors,” he explained, ‘“‘you 
won’t see a single staff member’s face.

These ratings are compiled by the magazine's editorial board. 


NWA, AWA, and WWF ratings, in addition to the regional ratings fom around the country, are based on the official current position of 
challengers to the top tittle in each category. (Certain titleholders receive an automatic.spot in the ratings). Most Popular and Most Hated 
ratings are based on nationwide surveys of wrestling fans and mail that comes to ,our offices.

RATINGS ANALYSIS 





Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans.

While Hawk 
and Animal still maintain their position as the top contenders for the 
AWA tag team title, Ivan and Nikita Koloff (along with Krusher Khru- 
shchev) have vaulted past them in the NWA ratings. The Warriors are

page do not allow us to indicate so ... Stan Hansen’s number five 
rating in the Top 10 is not an oversight. Look for the AWA champi- 
on to crack the top three once he puts a month’s worth of title 
defenses under his belt ... Only Jim Garvin and Steve Regal re- 
mained with rookie Scott Hall in the $100,000 St. Paul battle royal. 
One can see Garvin's eyes glisten as he dreamed up ways to spend 
his split of the dough. Unfortunately, Scott Hall didn’t share Garvin's 
dreams, so he dumped the tag team champs over the ropes and 
claimed the big prize all for himself. (He donated the entire sum to 
charity.) It is precisely for this reason—their inability to work togeth- 
er—that Garvin and Regal remain in the bottom half of our tag team 
ratings. Until they prove their mettle in the ring (and courage out of 
it, by granting matches to deserving teams), they will. move no 
higher. 


Listen carefully. One way*of calculating the kind of month a world 
champion has had is to concentrate on the individual ratings of his 
federation. The NWA, AWA, and WWF ratings are not a consensus 
of our Ratings Committee, as are the Top 10. They are simply a 
listing of regional champions (some of whose postions are pre- 
determined Cepending Oper the title) and of the men receiving title 
shots, regardless of their ratings in 
the Top 10, These two categories are 
mutually exclusive, which means that 
a regional champion rated number 
three in the NWA ratings may not be 
getting any title shots, yet occupies 
that slot soley on account of his itle. 
lf there is a disparity between the 
PWI Top 10 and each federation’s top 
10, then you can determine the quali- 
ty of the champion’s opposition. 

For instance: Hulk Hogan, ranked 
second in PWI’s Top 10 and first in 
the WWF, is wrestling his number 
: : one contender in the WWF, Randy 
fie Hair Savage, wha is also the highest rated 
WWF wrestler in Top 10. So we can see that Hogan is wrestling his 
top competition this month. 

The same is true of AWA champion Stan Hansen. Hansen, rated 
fifth in PWI’s Top 10 and first in the AWA, is wrestling Sgt. Slaughter 
and Rick Martel, who are rated respectively one and two in the 
AWA, and are also the highest rated AWA wrestlers. in PWI’s Top 10. 

Not so with Ric Flair. Flair has given numerous title shots this 
month to Harley Race, Ronnie Garvin, and Wahoo McDaniel, which 
would account for their high positions in the NWA ratings (three, 
four, and six, respectively), but none of these men are rated in the 
PWI Top 10.

Why did the Bulldogs hire Albano 
in the first place? — 

If we can assume, in proper 
theoretical fashion, that they hired him 
to benefit their career in some way, we 
are forced to ask how and why Albano 
can do so. 

@ Albano is a brilliant strategist. He 
is a tactical mastermind. His intellect will 
aid The British Bulldogs in their quest , 
for the title. | 

This is the prototypical function of 
wrestling managers. And Albano’s 
unprecedented success as a manager 
would seem to indicate plenty of marbles 
rattling around in that scarred, ugly 
noggin. 

But has Albano’s strategic ability led 
his prior teams to championship glory? 
No. Albano’s teams have almost 
unfailingly won their titles through 
rulebreaking. The Captain’s intellect is 
striking only in comparison with his tag 
teams. That is the truest key to his 
success. He has demonstrated an 
uncanny knack for taking raw savages— 
The Moondogs, The Samoans, The 
Mongols—and teaching them the 
rudiments of wrestling in order to 
channel their sadism through bodyslams

and other power moves that lead to 
pinfalls. Albano certainly is a genius at 
socializing ignorant maniacs. If you find 
a demented cannibal on some 
uncharted desert isle who gnaws on 
trees and throttles mad hyenas with his 
bare hands, send him to Albano and the 
Captain will make him a champ. 

But The British Bulldogs? Albano 
knows no maneuver they can’t execute 
already. One may argue that teams like 
the Valiants, the Blackjacks, and Mr. 
Fuji and Mr. Saito benefitted from 
Albano’s expertise. But Albano merely 
bought their contracts from other 

-managers long after they established 
themselves. That is exactly what he has 
done with the Bulldogs—and it has 
made more than a sizable dent in his 
sizable bank account. 








Dynamite Kid and Davey Boy Smith work bril- 
liantly in combination against ‘The Anvil.”’ The 
Bulldogs apparently feel Albano can help them 
win the WWF tag team title. 

Anyone who has seen the Britons in 
action should realize that no manager 
can make The Dynamite Kid's vertical 
suplex any faster, or Davey Boy Smith’s 
powerslam more devastating. The 
question arises: Do they need Albano, 
or vice versa? 

Can a specialist in taming and 
socializing brawlers work efficiently with 
the most scientific tag team in the 
WWF? 
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The Bulldogs seem to have perfected-the science of tag team wrestling and can beat virtually any team 
in the sport. Some wrestling experts feel that Albano’s influence will dilute their strength, which is 


scientific wrestling. 

® The Bulldogs need Albano to 
book title matches with Greg Valentine 
and Brutus Beefcake. 

An acceptable theory, but it hasn’t 
worked out that way. Just as we go to 
press, we can report a stunning pinfall 
victory: The Bulldogs over Beefcake and 
Valentine at Nassau Coliseum in Long 
Island. Trouble is, it was a non-title 
match. 

That can’t be what they hired a 
manager for. Unless they were mistaken. 
There is no conceivable reason why The 
British Bulldogs should have accepted a 
non-title match after all they have 
accomplished over the past year. 
Apparently, hiring a manager of 
Albano’s respectability and influence has 
not led them any closer to the World 
title. 

It is indeed difficult to hack through 
the tangled web of WWF championship 
politics, but if anyone can do so it would 
be a WWF veteran like Lou Albano. 
Besides, the Bulldogs are obviously the 
number-one fan favorite team in the 
federation, and the champions are 
rulebreakers. Where is the problem? I 
have been investigating this story for 
months, trying desperately to penetrate 
WWE intelligence, and I can’t get any 
answers. Albano himself continues to 
insist that he is “working on” a series of 
title matches. Time is running out; the 
Bulldogs are in danger of being 
forgotten, and if another popular team 
wins the tag title, they'll be sunk. 


® The Bulldogs need a financial 
manager to get their worries off money 
matters and concentrate on wrestling. 

Some managers in wrestling are 
noted for their business acumen. Lou 
Albano is not one of them. Ask Jimmy 
Snuka. Albano lost hundreds of 
thousands of the Superfly’s hard-earned 
bucks through negligent investments. It 
led to accusations of cheating on both 
sides, and it wasn’t the first time in 
Albano’s career something like that had 
happened. If this was the reason Kid 
and Smith hired Albano, they made the 
worst conceivable choice; Amold 
Skaaland and the much-maligned Miss 
Elizabeth; to name two, have more than 
a working knowledge of practical 
wrestling economics. 

By the time you read this, The 
Dynamite Kid and Davey Boy Smith 
may have already won a well-deserved 
WWF tag team title, and Captain Lou 
will have the last laugh. That would be 
fine with me—more power to them. I 
get along very well with the Captain, 
who harbors a deep and abiding respect 
for journalists that no other wrestling 
manager shares. And the Bulldogs are 
the most exciting tag team fans have 
been privileged to see since The Road 
Warriors’ debut. But I’m sorry to say 
that if they do win the title, it will be 
despite Albano. It’s time for the Captain 
to take another scouting mission for 
new talent, and dispense with sharing 
the glory with established wrestlers. (1

beat Martel to every punch, anticipat- 
ing the Canadian’s tnoves with such

Hansen’s dogged pursuit of Martel 
and the AWA belt began several 
months ago in Minnesota, where Han- 
sen issued a gloomy warning to the 
champ, promising to beat. him to with- 
in “‘a half-step from the grave. The 


crippled Rick Martel 


only reason I won’t kill the canuck,”’ 
Hansen raved, “‘is that they might not 
give me the damn title then.” 

On this night, no one could deny 
Hansen the title. On a card dramatized 
by a bloodletting in almost every 
match, Hansen’s powerful finishing 
maneuver provoked a bloodless scream 
of agony from Martel, a scream so 
gutteral and stark it forced many fa- 
thers to cringe, while they wiped away 
their children’s tears. 

Martel was never a force in this 
match. He limped into the ring, barely 
able to conceal a back injury obtained 
in a brawl against Hansen four days 
earlier on Christmas Day in St. Paul. 
In that match, Hansen was disqualified 
for repeatedly slamming Martel back- 
first into the steel ringpost outside the 
ring, where the champ crumpled into a 
crippled ball. 

Covering the ring at the Meadow- 
lands with the ferocity of a Pit Bull 
Terrier, Hansen drove Martel to aban- 
don his usual scientific technique early 
on, while he divided his tactics between 
the scientific and the corrupt. With 
four minutes gone in the match, Han- 
sen caught Martel in a devastating su-

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plex that shook the ring, and followed 
his advantage by planting four consec- 
utive kicks to the small of Martel’s 
back. He immediately repeated the su- 
plex, and, although Martel survived 
this onslaught, the roles of hunter and 
prey were clearly established. Martel 
struggled to survive; Hansen hustled 
toward victory. 

The man who captured the title 
from Jumbo Tsuruta over a year and a 
half ago, and had in that time survived

He held on to the ropes while Martel 
flung his body vertically into the smok- 
ey air and landed with a sickly thud on 
to his weakened vertebrae. For a mo- 
ment, an odd, timeless quiet gripped 
the arena. Then Hansen casually am- 





Hansen, whose scientific abilities are often overlooked, executes a stylish salto. Throughout the match 
in the Meadowlands, Hansen directed his attack against Martel’s back, which he had seriously injured 


‘four days earlier in St. Paul, 


Zbyszko and Kamala, the seasoned te- 
nacity of Nick Bockwinkel, and the 
psycho-hypnotic germ warfare of Mi- 
chael Hayes and Jim Garvin would not 
relinquish his crown without a final, 
odds-defiant battle. 

Laying prone to the mat, Martel 
used all his waning strength to take 
Hansen down to the canvas with a 
perfectly executed legdrag. He circled 
Hansen swiftly into a_ pulverizing 
armlock, threw the surprised challenger 
into the ropes, and knocked him back 
to the ground with a_ well-executed 
dropkick. Hansen appeared groggy, 
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bled over to the soon to be ex-champi- 
on and raised him above his head and 
hurled him down to the mat. 
Remarkably, Martel still had fight 
left in him, With 12 minutes gone in 
the match, Martel lifted the 322-pound 
Hansen over his head and banged him 
down to the canvas. The maneuver 
took its toll on Martel, though, as he 
limped to the ropes in obvious pain. 
Hansen reacted instinctively. The 
Bad Man from Borger, Texas, pounced 
on Martel like a rabid squirrel. After 
consecutive punches to Martel’s face, 
Hansen flung three disabling forearm 


smashes to Martel’s back. Martel’s legs 
bucked and buckled, but he refused to 


go down. He returned Hansen’s shots 


with several of his own, but they were 
largely ineffectual. 

At the 13:30 mark, Hansen brought 
both his meaty fists hurtling down on 
Martel’s back. Martel’s entire body 
shook, his pupils pirouetting indecently 
about his eye sockets. Hansen con- 
temptuously threw him to the canvas, 
and with a victorious moan, wrapped 
him up into the medieval, rack-like 
horror of the Boston Crab, better 
known in Hansen’s flowery dialect as 
the Brazos Valley backbreaker. The 
move by any name would be as 
painful. 

Martel’s choices were clear. Submit 
or face life in a wheelchair. The quality 
of courage that Martel exemplified the 
entire match gave way to inspired com- 
mon sense. When the referee asked if 
he gave up, his reply, through tears of 
pain and pride, was yes, yes, I give, I 
give. A more bitter uncle was never 
said. 

The champ is dead; long live the 
champion. 

Hansen celebrated with a quarter 
keg of Meister Brau, which he chugged 
through gray teeth. Martel sang the 
loser’s litany of pain, but steadfastly 
refused to blame the loss on his in- 
jured back. “‘Look, my friends, we’ve 
all had a good ride,” he said to a 
roomful of tearful supporters. “I'll be 
back. I will win the title back. I prom- 
ise you. 

“*My back is fine. I have no excuses. 
None.” He filed out of the dressing 
room effusing the calm dignity that 
characterized his 20-month title reign. 

With the belt already tucked away in 
his torn duffel bag, Hansen spent his 
first moments as champion spitting to 
the press. ““You monkeys had me al- 
ways written off as nothing but scruffy 
rulebendin’ hell-farmer. I say this to all 
you—ptoooie,’’ Hansen slingshoted a 
firm wad of phlegm-coated ale at the 
battery of reporters. ‘‘Get outta here, 
all of you. Get the hell out. I hate you 
pandering lollipops. Get out.’

The Great Debate: Piper’s Pit 


(57%) vs. Larry Zbyszko’s Cor- 


ner (submitted by Francis Ranu): 
Larry’s opening statement was 
that “‘Piper’s Pit’’ lacked the intel- 
ligence and seriousness of his 
show. Piper rebounded by saying 
that Larry’s show is a cheap, stu- 
pid replica of his show, but that 
he didn’t blame Larry for trying to 
copy such a great show. Before 
Larry could respond, Ace Orton 
came into the ring and hit Larry 


over the head with a cast. Piper 


then hit Zbyszko with a chair and 
Orton delivered several forearm 
smashes to the head. After about 
five minutes of punishment, Piper 
and Ace walked back to the 
dressing room with smiles on their 
faces, apparently pleased with 
their actions. 


Special Return Grudge Match: 
Sgt. Slaughter (87%) vs. The 
Iron Sheik (submitted by Louis J. 
Gagliano). Both men _ have 
brought a friend with them. The 
Sarge is accompanied by Greg 
‘Rambo” Gagne, while The Iron 


Sheik is with his partner, Nikolai 
Volkoff. 

The match is quite physical and 
the pure hatred is indeed evident. 
At eight minutes into the match, 
Slaughter is caught between the 
ropes and the Iranian is booting 
him to the midsection. Once re- 
leased from the ropes, Slaughter 
falls to the canvas holding his 
stomach. The Iron Sheik is laugh- 
ing as he pounds the point of his 
special boots to Slaughter’s head. 
The Sarge is busted open and 
bleeding bad. The Sheik rubs the 
blood into a eyes, blind- 
ing him. 

The Sheik then picks the Sarge 
up and throws him through the 
ropes, where Volkoff is waiting. 
Just before the Russian could 
slam Slaughter to the concrete, 
Gagne levels Volkoff with a right 
hand. 

Gagne then takes off his shirt 
and wipes the blood from Slaugh-. 
ters eyes. The Sheik indirectly 
aids the Marine by constantly try- 
ing to drag him back in, each 
time giving Slaughter a fresh 10 
count. Gagne is allowed the time 
to apply direct pressure to Slaugh- 
ter’s wound to the point where the 
blood flow is stopped. 

Once back in the ring, Slaugh- 
ter becomes a one-man battalion. 
At the 25-minute mark, Slaughter 
applies the cobra clutch. In an at- 
tempt to save his partner, Volkoff 
enters the ring but is quickly dealt 
with by a Gagne dropkick.

We're all anonymous contributors to 
the advancement of wrestling science.” 

“Or wrestling postscience.’’ I wasn’t 
at all correcting him; I was hoping 
he’d elaborate on the origins of the 
word, 

“Uh, yes, well, we are all scientists 
here. The founders of the institute 
coined the term ‘postscientific’ as a 
means of differentiating from ‘scientif- 
ic’ wrestling. We are a progressive en- 
terprise, and we intend to use the sci- 
entific wrestling knowledge of the past 
to guide us into the next century. But 
the future of wrestling is not grounded 
upon amateur principles alone, as you 
well know from your own observations 
as a correspondent. Certain individuals 
have elevated brawling to a science.” 

“Tike The Road Warriors?” Dr. 
Duliba suddenly scowled at me. 
“There are two guidelines you must 
observe here, Mr. Schuermann,” he 
said, anxiously tugging at his salt-and- 
pepper beard. ‘‘One, we mever mention 
any wrestler’s name under this roof. 
We have our own code names for 
those working with us, and that infor- 
mation is not privy to journalists. 
Two, take a mask. Any mask.”’ 

We had stopped in a reception area, 
and Dr. Duliba pointed me toward an 
enormous bin of freshly laundered 
masks. The ideal Christmas gift! I 
took my time sorting through a beauti- 
ful menagerie of designs. My choice 
was light tan, with red trim and a 
black pair of flexed biceps surrounding 
the eye apertures. 

“Come now,” the doctor beckoned. 
‘T promised you a look at one of our 
projects.” 

He led me into a large, terribly 
bright, antiseptic-smelling room. There 
were 15 men and women there. Five of 
them wore lab coats and masks and 
busied themselves with dials and clip- 
boards. Nine of them, all husky males, 
wore wrestling garb—tights and boots, 
but amazingly enough no masks. One, 
however, had a veritable cat’s cradle of 
wires attached to his skull and connect- 
ed to lab equipment. The biggest man 


in the room was a masked wrestler, 
who paced up and down in a minia- 
ture (10x10) squared circle. 

They were measuring the relative 
power of these maneuvers: the tradi- 
tional piledriver, the reverse piledriver, 
and the variation on the traditional 
piledriver in which the wrestler jumps a 
little to add force to the blow rather 
than just standing and dropping. Each 
of the lab subjects was piledriven to 
stylistic perfection in all three methods 
by the masked man, who seemed to 
relish his labor but took subtle care to 
avoid serious injury. The concussive 
force of each piledriver was tested 
electronically. 

As it turns out, force of impact was 
appreciably enhanced when the masked 
man jumped before dropping the sub- 
jects on their heads. Concussion was 
considerably weaker when the masked 
man remained stationary before deliv- 
ering the piledriver. The difference was 
statistically significant. Less conclusive 
were the results of the reverse piledriv- 
er tests; its force ranked slightly below 
the ‘‘jumping”’ piledriver, but the mea- 
sures varied too widely between sub- 
jects to mean much of anything. ‘The 
reverse piledriver remains an enigma,” 
concluded Dr. Duliba. 

Just how will this information be 
used? If this was any other PSI experi- 
ment—that is, unreported in a national 
magazine—it would be quietly leaked 
out, through the “‘grapevine’’ of presti- 
gious wrestlers, managers, and promot- 
ers. Therein lies the emphasis on secre- 
cy. “We cannot allow anyone to 
monopolize our findings,’’ Dr. Duliba 
told me. “‘The wrong intelligence could 
permanently upset the balance of pow- 
er in wrestling. Certain unsavory ele- 
ments have, yes, threatened us physi- 
cally in the past. This is a dangerous 
business, but every blackmailer has 
come to learn that we have many more 
friends than enemies, 

“Yet there is nothing sinister about 
the Postscientific Institute. We exist to 
benefit wrestling with our research, and 
thusly benefit mankind.” CO

APTER: Kerry, tell us about 1985. Be- 
tween Mike’s illness and the appear- 
ance of Lance, there was certainly a 
heckuva lot of activity in Von Erich 
land. 

VON ERICH: There was, Bill, there 
really was. As you know, Mike’s illness 
left the entire family drained. The 
whole experience was terrifying, like a 
nightmare that wouldn’t end.

fans at ringside were somewhat 
less than vocal in their support of 
T.A., but at the time | was merely 
thankful they weren’t making too 
much noise. 

When Ric Flair came out to 
meet Ronnie Garvin, however, | 
was startled to no end. At first, | 
imagined a fire may have ignited, 
and some members of the studio 
audience were screaming in pan- 
ic. They were screaming for Flair, 
the most “hated” man in wres- 
tling. Ronnie Garvin received 
more than his share of cheers, 
believe me. But the sheer pres- 
ence of Flair electrified the room 
as surely as if he had scissored 
the videocam wires. 

lt was an exceptional match be- 
tween two of the finest warriors in 
wrestling. If you have cable, you 
may have seen it, and if you did, 
you also saw how Flair and the 
Andersons ganged up on Dusty 
Rhodes again in the bout’s after- 
math, attempting to re-injure his 
leg.
